REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Since the structure of the folding mechanism recited in claims 1 and 5 is directly 
tied and refers to the machine and mechanisms previously described in these claims, 
the claims have been considered as encompassing those mechanisms and the folding 
mechanism being part of a "filling and packaging machine" having the film folding 
mechanism, a pair of vertically sealing rolls and laterally sealing rolls. 

The prior art does not show a folding mechanism that is a part of such a 
packaging machine and which folding mechanism comprising an inner guide member 
on the inner surfaces of the two fold film, left and right preheating block members which 
are disposed on the side of outer surfaces of the film via clearances of a predetermined 
width left between the guide members and the blocks so that the preheating block 
members extend in the widthwise direction of the film, and which blocks have inclined 
(claim 1 ) or arcuate (claim 5) receiving surfaces so that the clearances between the film 
and preheating block members at an upstream side with respect to the film transfer 
direction is larger than the clearance between the film and preheating block members at 
a downstream side with respect to the same direction and heaters provided in the 
interior of the preheating block members.
